In these days of boasted liuinanitarianism in the 


treatment of prisoner? it is just a bit shucking to read that 
the aftermath of the rioting by convicts in the Jackson 
penitentiary is a series of Hoggings administered to the 
'offenders that appear to he of a most barbarous chanu'tor. 
They are, using what is known as the "slap barrel" 
method, in which the prisoner is stripped to the. waist, 
compelled to bend forward over a barrel, and with only a 
thin sheet covering him blows are rained upon his back 
with a three-inch leather strap soaked in brine. The tor- 
ture is described as excruciating, and few are able to with- 
stand more than half a do/on blows without lapsing into! 
unconsciousness. 


That the revolt of the convicts was a most serious af- 


fair there is no room for doubt. In the case of a thousand 
men, 
many of them from the most dangerous element of 


humanity, gathered from ho re and there, and condemned 
to penal servitude for crime, there is no telling to what ex- 
treme trouble of this character may go once it gets beyond 
the bonds of restraint . The rushing of soldiers into the 
prison stockade was doubtless entirely justifiable under 
the circumstances and manifestly severe punishment i? 
merited by the leaders of the revolt against prison rule and 
prison discipline. But it appears to us that the flogging 
smacks too strongly of the middle age to obtain intelligent 
sanction in this day. We shall be very much surprised if 
the people of Michigan do not put the emphatic stamp of 
disapprove" 1 upon the brutal tactics now said to be in vogue 
at Jackson.

Remove all the strings from both sides 


of the beans. Cut the beans into inch 
engths and cover with water. Boil until 
tender, but not soft.

and pepper. Take the beans from the 
pot w_ith a perforated spoon, and put 
them in jars standing in a-pan of hot 
water. 
Boil up and ekim the liquor 


remaining in the kettle, and' fill the 
jars to the brim, with this. Seal at once. 


Canned Tomatoes. 


Canned tomatoes are easily kept even 


in the common screw top Mason jar. Bc 
careful to sterilize jars before 
using. 


Handle as little as possible, being care- 
ful not to put the fingers on tha inside 
of the jar or inside of the rubber, after 
it has been immersed in boiling water. 
Fill the jar with the cooked'tomatoes 
ivhile steaming hot.

Veteran Ohio Soldier-Artist Who is 


Oldest Coroner in the United States 


Capt. Edward Lepper, of 


"Tiffin, Nominated for-Cor- 
oner as a Joke and Elect- 
ed Over His Protest in 
1880, Had Held Office Con- 


- tinuously for Thirty-one 


Years—Is a Candidate 
Again This Year and Will 
Be Re-elected for His Six- 
teenth Term, 
~ ••:...•: .,-• 


It is possible that somewhere in the 


United States there is a, coroner who 
has served longer in that office than has 
Capt. Edward Lepper.. the coroner of 
Seneca county, Ohio, whose residence is 
at Tiffin. Ohio, but if so I haven't.heard 
of it. At any rate, having met him dur 
ing the past we,ek as an old acquaintance 
at my former home in Ohio. I am going 
to feature him as the oldest, in regart 
to length bf-serviece a* such, and thehest 
coroner in the United States. . 


As an additional honor, it might be 


said of Captain Lepper that he is prob- 
ably the.oldest elective civil officer in the 
state of Ohio. He has been the coroner 
of his county continuously for the last 
thirty.-one 'years—elected *o t!ir office 
fifteen times and servtng-one year as a 
hold-over, by virtue of .^constitutional 
change in the term of bis office. 


He went into tho office of coroner in 


the prime and vigor of young manhood, 
st the age "f 4*. He is now 75—and a 
bachelor yet. although, with his mag- 
nificent military bearing, for he is a sol- 
dier, every inch of htm. he has for a 
half century of year* "been one of the 
handsomest men in Northern Ohio. 


I never thoroughly understood how it 


vass that Captain Lepper skipped, aiong 
through over fifty years and escaped 
the snares laid bv the fair se^ for hi? 
capture, bot he did. They used to toll 


1*11 sorts of stories wTiy h*' never got

when in their company than he was.

Elected Coroner as a Joke. 


It was in 1880, while.he was yet en- 


jaged actively in- his profession ae a 
scenic artist, that Mr. Lepper was..first 
elected coroner-of his county. 'At th? 
democratic county convention, 
which 


met that year to nominate, candidates 
for county offices, : there was an ani- 
mated struggle for the nomination to 
every -'office but .that of coroner. 
Ko- 


body wanted it, and- there were no 
ajvowed candidates. 


When in the course of events'the nom- 


inations for that office was reached and 
no names announced, one of the dele-

gates, purely as .a joke, put in nomina- 
tion the name of Edward Lepper. As 
the -latter wasn't present and knew 
nothing about, it at. the time, he was 
nominated unanimously for coroner. But 
when Ed heard about the honor that 
had been thrust upon. him he kicked to 
beat, the band., absolutely refusing to 
allow his name to be placed on 
the 


ticket. He tried to resign, but the demo- 
cratic county committee wouldn't let 
him, despite his assertion. "I will not 
serve if elected." 


He. was elected by the biggest major- 


ity of any candidate'on his ticket and 
finally consented to qualify, with the 
nonchalant remark. "Well, if I must. I 
suppose I must!" and after he was 


in. like the soldier that he had 


been./said. "I'll do the best I can," and 
that'b«sr was the .best that any man 
could give. He threw into the discharge 
of his official duties intelligence, ability, 
good common sense and a. rectitude that 
no corrupting influence could sully. 


This has been his record for thirty- 


one rears. Fourteen time? since then he 
has been renominated and\r»-el«cted. no 
matter how the wriligig 
of 
politics 


changed the county with reference to 
party majorities. 
His majorities have 


always been large. At one of the recent 
election? he run" 1.000 rote* ahead of bis 
ticket. He never sought a nomination 


at the election: never, in fact, doing 
campaign work or spending a dollar' for 
his -own election.

"Sat" on-500 Dead.'Bodies. 


One among .the eearly cases that Cor- 


oner Lepper had.in'his long official career 
was that of the inquest on the body of 
William Campau. the horse trader whom 
the notorious Marvin Kuhris murdered 
at Fostoria, in the latter pqrt of 1S!)0. 
.Kuhns was arrested at Churubusco .by 
Fort Wayne Officers Kennelly and Wil- 
kinson, after a- desperate 
batttle 
in 


which Officer Kennelly was seriously 
shot and the bandit dangerously wound 
ed—-shot twice. 
- 
• • 


The murder was "a mysterious one and 


for a time it was not known who had 
committed it. It was at the inquest 
that Coroner Lepper unravelled the mys-, 
tery and directed suspicion 
strongly 


against Kuhns, who had been a witness 
in the case. But Kuhns by this time 
had fled. Immediately the coroner is- 
sued a warrant for his arrest. Then in 
the pursuit of the desperado the bloody 
street battle at Churubusco followed. 


The trial of Kuhns for the murder of 


Campau took place 'at Tiffin and it was 
from that county that he was sent to 
the Ohio prison for life. 


"During the time I have been coroner." 


Captain Lepper said, "I have 'sat' on 500 
dead bodies. That has been the number 
of coroner's inquests I have held. The 
number could have been made larger if 
I had willed it, but I refuse to hold in- 
quists. even when called, unless it is

The 500 inquest? held embraced the 


usual list, murders, accidents ar.:i sui- 
cides. 
Of the number there were 103 


suicides, most of the murders' and sui- 


of the rebellion. 
Many of his produc- 


tions adorn the homes and occupy places 
in public hall? and other buildings. He 
yet follows this art, and two of his re- 
cent scenic pictures have been placed in 
the court house at Tiffin, his gifts to the 
county.

A Giant Among Money Makers. 


Up to three years ago Mr. Barber was 


one of the most activo and potential 
managers of "big business" in the United 
States. He began selling matches made 
in his father's factory, away back in 
1R5G, and was n partner in the firm at 
the age of 20. Since then until the prcs-. 
cnt, he has been a'pioneer in industry: 
commerce and finance, a pushing ami 
successful man 
amnnc the giants of 


money. He gathered the match business 
into an 818,000.000 corporation and built 
factories in fireat Britain, Germany, 
Switzerland. South Africa. Peru, Chili, 
Brazil and tho Philipine.islands. 


More than 20,000 acres of timber land 


were, purchased by his company in New 
England and. 80,000 acres were bought 
on the Pacific coast. He cut and sawed 
fi.CBG rnrlonds of lumber annually, using 
the odd pieces in his match business. 
He manufactured liis own chemicals and 
sirawboard arid invented bis own ma- 
chinery. Tn the meanwhile lie was trav-

eir than a daughter, Mrs. Arthur Dean 
ovan, w'ife of an eminent surgeon in 
hicago, nnd doubtless feels free to risk 
1.500,000 and possibly more, on a great 
tilitarinn idea. The average, first cnsl 
f his land was about $142 an acre. He 
ays that he is spending $85 an acre 
o drain it and restore its fertility. His 
louse and barns were built of brick and 
.tone, and have towers and the other 
listinctive features, architecturally. The 
vide roads have been planted with shndc 
roes and here nnd there with a double 
row of fmit trees. Even though several 
iiindrod men are at work, the planta- ] 
.ion. as Mr. Barber calls it, has a fin- 
shed look, and no disorder or confusion 
8 noticeable. 


A Free Post-Graduate Course. 


"I shall eventually build a college for 


young men who have gone through our 
agricultural schools." Mr. Barber said. 
"They will be invited to 
come 
here 


without cost for tuition—and maybe I 
shall 'give them free meals and lodging 
besides—that they may sec the. prac- 
tical, and therefore the profitable appli- 
cation of scientific farming and stock 
raising methods. Thus they will be pre- 
pared to work their own land, or to 
superintend the estates of rich men or 
to manage the large farms of corpora- 
tions. I want to show them how to save 
the land, to increase the food supply of 
the people, and to make agriculture a 


kept in box stalls, ten feet long -and 
fourteen feet wide. Wo have found that 
box stalls increase the milk product 
of each cow by about three pounds a 
day. which means at the price I get— 
eight cents a quart—Mime eighty-four 
cents a week, or nearly $44 a year, and 
that will be a high rate of interest on 
the money being put into the barn I am 
.building. 


Will Get 8150,000 From Cattle. 


"It takes three acres of pasture tn 


feed a cow, but one acre of silage will 
feed three cows. f?o we keep our cows 
indoors, leaving them out several hours 
a day for exercise. 
Thoy are always 


glad to get b.iok into the burn. How- 
ever, I nm still adding to my herd nnd 
am only selling a hull calf now and then 
to persons who nrc willing to pay for 
thoroughbred stock. 
Tho time is near 


at hand when I shall he selling S150.- 
000 worth of milk, butter and cnttle 
each year. Interest on the investment 
will he fully met, I feel certain, through 
the natural increase of the herd. 


"I learned a Rrent deal on the Island 


of f!v|rnsey about cows and sensible, 
farming. The people have about 10,000 
acres under cultivation. 
Their yearly 


exports of cattle, butter, cream 
and 


fruits have an average, rnlun of $350 
to the ncrc. Two linos of steamers to 
England nnd two to France are in daily 
operation during the busy sonson. The 
farms arc small, hut are intensely cul- 
tivated. 
I have seen muscatel grapes 


growing so thickly that one conld hardly 
get the edge of his hnnrt between the 
bunches. The grapes nvr sold in London 
and Paris at from forty to sixty cents a 
pound. Why, we Americans nre scarce- 
ly more than agricultural botchers and 


for yourself thut the prophets were in 
error. I am almost tempted to say that 
nothing is impossible in the country, 
Why, take that field over yonder," Mr. 
Barbtr said, pointing out of the win- 
dow. 
"It contains fort}' acres and had 


hardly grown anything for years 
but 


briers and mullen. 
I laid four-inch 


drain pipes three feet below the sur- 
face at a distance of two rods apart. 
Drainage is the first essential principle 
of good agriculture, efj^cially if the 
land is worn out. 
But all land should 


be drained. \Ve have already paid out 
$50,000 for draining 900 acres and ex- 
pect to spend a great deal more. 


The Philosophy of Drainage. 


"On drained land the rains of the 


spring sink into the earth and run away 
instead of covering 
the 
surface and 


washing a good part of the rich top soil 
into depressions and ditches. The water 
having nm away, the air creeps down- 
ward through 
the 
crevices, carrying 


nitrogen and oxygen in with it. 
After 


the land is plowed, harrowed and plant- 
ed, the summer rains fall and thj air in 
the crevices holds the water back from 
the drains, and then the sun draws it 
up into the roots of the growing plants. 
Such 
is the 
philosophy 
of drainage. 


Even the beet of land should be drain- 
ed.

He 
is a? tall as was Abraham Lincoln, and 
at the. age of 71 is as unbent in his 
shoulders nnd as straieht in bis limbs 
as any vounir man on b's plantation. 


The Birth of a Big Idea. 


"T found that the average farmer of 


"Women, too, shall be invited to come 


and learn domestic science, and how to 
make the. best use of a surplus of fruits 
and vegetables. 
They are well quali- 


fied to achieve success in horticulture 
and with bees and poultry. A woman 
is in charge of my pigeon department. 
She- managed .an Indiana shipping plant 
for'several years previous to accepting 
employment with us. We started with 
2,000 pigeons,1 -mostly homers, royal 
whites, ' buff empresses and imported. 
Belgium stock. I mean to send 10,000 
squabs to market every year, princi- 
pally to Chicago and New York.
